The mean temperature of July was 64°-5, being 3°-l higher than the average 
of ninety-eight years, lower than the corresponding temperature in 1868 by 3°-0, 
but higher than in any previous year as far back as 1859. 

The mean temperatti/re of August was 60°-8, being 0°-l higher than the 
average of ninety-eight years, lower than in 1868 and 1867 by 2°-8 and l°-2 
respectively, but higher than in 1866, 1865, and 1864, when 59°-4, 59°-9, and 
59°' 6 respectively were recorded. 

The mean temperatmre of September was 59°-0, being 2°-5 higher than the 
average of ninety-eight years. In 1868 the value recorded was 60°-5; in 1867 
and 1866, 57°-6 and 56°-4 respectively.
